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Huntington, Methodist 
hospitals sign affiliation 
agreement Dec. 29 







A new parent corporation called Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Healthcare Systems is the result of the affilia¬ 
tion of Huntington Memorial Hospital and Methodist 
Hospital of Southern California. Chairmen of the 
boards of these two hospitals signed the affiliation 
agreement on Dec. 29. 

Paul Ravesies, chairman of the Methodist Hos¬ 
pital board of directors, will serve as chairman of 
the new parent corporation. James Gamble, chair¬ 
man of the Huntington Hospital board of directors, 
will be vice chairman. 

The agreement culminates nearly a year-and-a- 
half of negotiations and comes following approval 
from the Federal Trade Commission and the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. Final approval is being sought from 
the state attorney general, the IRS and the probate 
court. 

Ravesies and Gamble stressed the advantages to 
be derived from economies of scale, decreased ex¬ 
penses through the consolidation of corporate ser¬ 
vices and the restructuring of subsidiaries, savings 
in future capital expenditures, increasing access to 
capital through stronger credit ratings, and future 
added contracts and business. 

The new corporation will represent two acute 
hospitals, two skilled nursing facilities, laboratories, 
pharmacies, home care services and support services 
formwteat groups. • r “ 

“This affiliation is designed to achieve broad 
and substantive community benefits which could not 


be achieved independently by either organization,” 
stated Ravesies and Gamble. “Our goal is to create 
a healthcare system, a network, which will spearhead 
the delivery of comprehensive, cost-conscious care 
to the communities we serve.” 

Under the affiliation, each hospital will continue 
to maintain its current name, its own license and 
site. In addition, each hospital will maintain its own 
Foundation and/or Tryst, separate medical staffs, 
operating bylaws and officers. There will be no change 
in the manner in which the medical staff at each facili¬ 
ty discharges its responsibilities. 

The chief executive officer of the new parent 
corporation will be Dr. Allen Mathies Jr. of Hunting- 
ton Hospital, and the chief operating officer will be 
Frederick Meyer of Methodist Hospital. A small 
corporate staff will be located in Pasadena. 

Huntington Memorial Hospital, a 606-bed med¬ 
ical center, celebrated its 100th year of serving the 
Pasadena and San Gabriel Valley areas in 1992. This 
year, Methodist Hospital of Southern California, a 
347-bed hospital, celebrates 90 years of service in 
Los Angeles, the last 35 in Arcadia at its present site. 

“Healtn care reforms today call for integrated 
systems of providers that will contain costs while pro¬ 
viding effective care,” stated Ravesies and Gamble. 
“The affiliation will allow many benefits to be de¬ 
rived in the future by the community whil satisfying 
the long term needs of the hospitals.”

Denise Sutton, administrator of the Skilled Nurs¬ 
ing Facility in Sierra Madre, and Dick Closson, di¬ 
rector of planned giving at the Methodist Hospital 
Foundation, announced this week that the facility is 
sponsoring a Financial Planning Seminar on Tuesday, 
Jan. 12, at the facility at 225 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The meeting, which will be held in the facility’s 
classroom at 4 p.m., will feature Patrick H. Aspell of 
the law firm Aspell and Lopez. Aspell is senior part¬ 
ner in the firm and is primarily responsible for the 
business and professional and estate planning needs 
of the clientele. 

This is the first in a series on financial planning 
aimed at seniors. Other seminars will be on wills, 
trusts, conservatorships, durable powers of attorney 
for asset management, revocable and irrevocable 
trusts, and Medi-Cal planning. 

“It is staggering to know that 70 percent of the 
people don’t have a will,” Closson said. He explained 
that the state controls money left without a will. “We 
need to educate people that they desperately need a 
will. This is the first of a series primarily on finan¬ 
cial matters geared toward seniors.”

Cable Vision rates to go up Feb . 1 


Sierra Madre and Arcadia residents this week re¬ 
ceived notification of a rise in CableVision cost ef¬ 
fective Feb. 1 and The News contacted Tom Prevette, 
general manager of the San Gabriel Valley division, 
to inquire why this rate increase was necessary. 

“What CableVision did two years ago was to 
establish a basic level of service and five channels 
plus a service level which included the five channels 
we’re now raising the rates on. Those Five channels 
are services that are aggressively priced to us by the 
programmer and we do not have long-term contracts 
with those services that allow us to gradually increase 
rates as pricing goes up,” Prevette said. 

Prime Ticket, ESPN, USA, TNT and AMC are 
the five channels that are being raised from 45 cents 
to $2 per month. HBO will increase 45 cents per 
month. 

Prevette continued, “These costs have increased 
dramatically to us over the past five years. We did 
not want to subsidize the license fees of these five 
channels by raising the $19.50 basic service rate; 
therefore, we had to price that five-channel package 
to reflect our actual costs. That’s what we’ve done. 
HBO’s price cost is purely an increase in program¬ 
ming cost that is passed on to us by HBO. Our pay 


TV pricing has remained unchanged for five years 
and you will notice that only HBO is the premium 
service that we’re increasing because it has raised its 
pricing to us.” 

When asked if the February cost increase had 
anything to do with the re-regulation that is being 
passed down by the FCC in April, Prevette answered, 
“If you’ll notice that the only level of service that is 
going to be regulated is the broadcast basic tier that 
costs $19.50. Expanded basic and premium services 
remain unregulated due to the fact that these services 
price their product more aggressively and we must be 
allowed to recoup our license fees.” 

The News asked if he didn’t think that raising 
a cost from 45 cents to $2 isn’t exhorbitant, Prevette 
said, “I recognize that a $1.55 increase for five chan¬ 
nels is a large increase but we have subsidized these 
levels historically. This was a scheduled rate increase 
that we knew was going to happen as far back as 
August prior to Congress’ re-regulation. It was in no 
way an attempt to slide under the gun of Federal re¬ 
regulations.” 

Prevette also defended the price increases, point¬ 
ing to other types of entertainment, such as movies 
and the theater. 


Pedersen’s favorite word is ‘composting’ 


With the advent of the Composting Tree Col¬ 
lection Program in Sierra Madre, The News inter¬ 
viewed Marialyce Pedersen, formerly of Sierra Madre 
who edited a book, “Backyard Composting,” spon¬ 
sored by Harmonious Technologies. 

A backyard composting demonstration is sched¬ 
uled for Saturday, Jan. 9, from 10-11:30 a.m. at 
621 E. Sierra Madre Blvd., Sierra Madre, and many 
points in the book will apply to Sierra Madre and 
its future in recycling. The seminar will continue even 
in case of rain. 

Composting, says the book, “is a natural pro¬ 
cess of decomposition and recycling of organic material 
into a rich soil amendment known as compost.” 

About 30 percent of the household trash in 
the U.S. is yard clippings and kitchen scraps, both 
easily used in a compost. Such organic materials 


should not go into landfills because they can react 
with other materials while decaying, and create toxic 
leachate that may contaminate nearby streams or 
groundwater. 

How does compost benefit the soil? It improves 
soil structure, texture and aeration as well as increas¬ 
ing its water-holding capacity, says the book. It also 
loosens clay soils and helps sandy soils retain water. 

Compost can be stored in bins or in storage con¬ 
tainers. It is a dark brown, or black, crumbly, humus- 
rich topsoil with a sweet aroma. Composting takes 
as little as a month or as long as a year or two. 

“By having a balance of green materials such as 
grass clippings, food scraps and manures, and brown 
materials such as dry leaves and woody materials, 
compost piles generate high temperatures which sim-

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URM deadline 
looms ahead in 1993 

As we look into 1993, we wonder 
what’s going to happen to the many build¬ 
ings in Sierra Madre that are URM (Un¬ 
reenforced Masonry). 

A deadline of August, 1993, is im¬ 
posed on owners to upgrade their URM 
buildings. The ordinance was established 
two years ago and was reported again 
in the Aug. 13, 1992 edition of The 
News. 

Property owners were originally 
notified on May 4, 1989 and June 23, 
1989, by certified mail. The information 
they received reported that the city had 
completed the state-mandated task of 
identifying URM buildings and that the 
city would be developing a mitigation 
plan. 

In November, 1989, the City Coun¬ 
cil discussed the proposed URM mitiga¬ 
tion ordinance and developed a maxi¬ 
mum period for complete rehabilitation 
of the buildings for three years - August 
1993. 

We’re there, folks. By this August 
all work must be completed on the build¬ 
ings deemed URM, which means they 
are unsafe in earthquake country unless 
“rehabbed.” 

One building is in the process of 
rehabilitation - the location on N. Bald¬ 
win which housed Abacus and a boutique 
before both moved. So far, it’s pretty 
quiet and we’re wondering what’s going 
to happen if no rehabilitation is done 
on any of the buildings. 

Kersting Court alone would lose 
the following addresses: 1, 5, 7, 9, 11, 
15, 17 and 21. Then there’s W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and several there. 

Tenants are getting anxious for 
some sort of determination from their 
landlords and from the city.

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Bartolai calls before-dawn crowing fowl play; 
retired neighbors call rooster song ‘a delight’ 


Although a chicken might be a “delight” to some, 
a loud rooster call at 4:30 a.m. is not a delight for 
someone who has to work and, therefore, needs his/ 
her sleep. 

A rooster in the area of Grove and Carter in Sierra 
Madreis the culprit. 

“There is a zoning regulation for keeping this 
kind of animal. Roosters are a delight for some peo¬ 
ple, and for others, sheer torture, depending upon 
which category you fall in,” Sierra Madre Police 
Chief Bill Betts told The News recently. 

“It does become a problem for the person who 
works all week and wants to sleep in on Saturday and 
Sunday. It can be a nightmare,” he added. 

Mayor Pro Tern Clem Bartolai said he first heard 
chickens the latter part of August and didn’t start 
complaining about the early hour crowing until the 
first part of September. He went through the code 
enforcement in the city and at the time first apprised 
the police that there was a before-dawn crowing going 
on in his neighborhood. 

“The police sent someone up soon after to try 
to determine where this noise was coming from. I 
was informed by code enforcement that there would 
be a three-week wait because no cage was available 
through the Pasadena Humane Society,” Bartolai 
said recently. When the cage was sent out, it was for 
trapping pigeons; it was not a chicken cage. 

“We are getting a cacophony of sound early in 
the morning. The people involved have hearing dif¬ 
ficulties and probably do not hear the crowing at 


4:30, 5, 5:30 a.m.,” Bartolai said. 

The Mayor Pro Tern finally called the director 
of the Pasadena Humane Society and soon after, a 
representative came out and trapped one of the two 
chickens behind Bartolai’s home. Police Chief Betts 
also authorized police to come up with a pellet gun 
and shoot the birds. 

“That raised the neighbors’ ire and now when 
we are trying to handle this thing in a humane man¬ 
ner, they are still reluctant that it’s someone’s pet. 
The point is, it’s a wild chicken which no one is ac¬ 
cepting responsibility for. If they accept responsi¬ 
bility, they are violating the code. No one is saying 
‘it’s my pet’ because they know there is a code viola¬ 
tion. 1 have never used my position on City Council 
to apply influence or pressure to resolve any personal 
problem. That’s why I let this thing go so long, think¬ 
ing it would be resolved through the normal processes 
of the system. That was not done...l don’t care 
whether it’s a chicken or a stop sign or bushes pro¬ 
truding out in the street or a setback violation; if it’s 
wrong, it’s wrong. This type of thing lowers property 
values. If we’re going to allow this type of thing to 
exist in this community just because it’s kind of cute 
to hear a farmyard sound early in the morning, they 
are completely wrong,” Bartolai said. 

Bob Hanson, one of the neighbors who enjoys 
hearing the rooster, said that at first they called the 
chicken Henrietta, and then when Henrietta started 
crowing they changed the name to Henry. 


“Where does he live? I don’t know. We think 
he sleeps in a tree down here because in the mornings 
you hear him crow...The Humane Society put out 
traps that weren’t effective. Sierra Madre police 
went up with pellet guns one day. Their aim was 
as poor as their judgment...I haven’t talked with Clem. 
He still has a hit contract on it (the remaining chick¬ 
en)...The chicken is a source of amusement of neigh¬ 
bors in the area. He is a joy to my wife, Phyllis, who 
has rheumatoid arthritis and emphysema...Noise is 
in the ears of the hearer,” Hanson proclaimed. 

Chief Betts, the final voice, told The News, “Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s City Code deals with noisy animals and 
the law reads, ‘It is hereby declared to be a nuisance 
and it shall be unlawful...to keep or maintain or per¬ 
mit on any lot or partial lot in the city of Sierra Madre 
any animal or animals including any fowl which by 
its sound or cry shall disturb the peace and comfort 
of any neighborhood.” 

He continued, “These are wild chickens. Some 
residents are feeding them, and, therefore, have some 
responsibility for the animals. At this point the Hu¬ 
mane Society is still working on the problem and try¬ 
ing to get the cooperation of the neighbors in trapping 
the chicken.” 

What happens when they catch the chicken? 
The chief said that generally they release fowl in an¬ 
other area “where it is appropriate to raise this type 
of animal.”

Armed, masked robbers hit bank 


Three men wearing ski 
masks and dark glasses 
and carrying assault rifles 
robbed the Wells Fargo 
Bank in the 700 block of 
W. Duarte Rd. in Arca¬ 
dia last week Tuesday. 

At approximately 9:37 
a.m., the three suspects 
burst through the bank 
doors and began yelling 
for all persons inside to 
get down on the floor. 
During the robbery, a cus¬ 
tomer entered the bank 
and was thrown onto the 
floor. 

No shots were fired by 
the suspects, who took 
an undisclosed amount 
of U.S. currency from 
both the vault and teller 
areas. They fled in a pick¬ 


up truck, which was later 
abandoned on Arcadia 
Ave. It has been deter¬ 
mined by the Arcadia Po¬ 
lice Department that the 
truck had been stolen 
from the Los Angeles Air¬ 
port and in it was evidence 
used by the suspects in the 
robbery. 


The incident is current¬ 
ly under investigation by 
the Arcadia PD and the 
FBI. 

This was the 23rd bank 
robbery during 1992 in 
the city of Arcadia, ac¬ 
cording to Sgt. Bob San¬ 
derson.

COYOTES: a journey through the secret 
world of America's illegal aliens 
TED CONOVER 

“(Coyotes) are the most suspicious creatu r es 
on earth...Before they leave the trees to cross a 
road, they look both ways. They want to know 
if anything’s there. And if they hear the slight¬ 
est noise, the slightest disturbance, they’ll go 
back into the trees. They hate the daytime. And 
they trust nothing, nobody. That is why they 
call those who smuggle ‘coyotes’ too. They are 
just like the animal.” 

Ted Conover chronicles his travels through 
Mexico and the U.S. with illegal aliens in “Coy¬ 
otes.” He spent many months living with them 
on both sides of the borders, working alongside 
them in American agricultural fields, and cross¬ 
ing the border with the dubious and dangerous 
aid of the coyote. Conover is fascinated by the 
border, a symbo[of hope^dread, promise, dan¬ 
ger, writing, “Nowhere on earth did such a devel¬ 


oped country border on one so poor... all that 
was different came into strong relief: rich and 
poor, light and dark, content and hungry, mild 
and spicy, ahead and behind.” The border be¬ 
tween Mexico and the U.S. and the many things 
its crossing represents to Mexicans became a 
way of understanding the Mexican culture and 
the lives of those he spent months with for Con¬ 
over. He also discovered other borders that 
existed when the physical border between the two 
nations was broached. Cultural borders be¬ 
tween Mexicans in their homeland as well as be¬ 
tween Mexicans in the U.S. placed boundaries 
that, once crossed, meant never returning to life 
as before. 

As Conover found, from first-hand experi¬ 
ence, crossing the border often meant the hard¬ 
ship of crossing the desert; the anxiety of being 
caught, tortured, beaten, humiliated, robbed and 
even killed; and the heartbreak of leaving wife 
and children, the family, the backbone of a Mex¬ 
ican's life. It also meant the hope of a better 
life for that family, a thrilling promise of excite¬ 
ment and adventure, and sometimes, the only 
option available where options for a better life 
are few for those desperately in need. As one 
young Mexican states after losing his hand in 
an industrial accident, his beloved uncle to kid¬ 
ney failure and his girlfriend because he is away 
for so long, “I’m a realist, and I have to go for¬ 
ward, and fight to survive. It happened in the 
past, and I live in the present, preparing myself 
for thefuture.” 


Passionist Monastery, 
Retreat House have 
interesting history 


Gertrude Gerke, who 
is known for her reams 
of information about the 
history of Sierra Madre, 
dug out some interesting 
facts about the Passion¬ 
ist Monastery and retreat 
house. We thought you 
might be interested. Ed. 

In the early 1900s, many 
early settlers had come to 
Sierra Madre for their 
health including N.C. 
Carter, founder of Sierra 
Madre. The locale was 
published as early as the 
1880s as one of the finest 
locations in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia for a sanitorium. 

Such a health resort 
existed about where the 
present monastery is to¬ 
day. It was advertised as 
“El Reposo Sanitarium, 
Sierra Madre, California. 
Altitude 1500 feet. Mis¬ 
sion Bungalows. Tent

In 1924, most of the 
property within this area 
was purchased from R.J. 
Wilson by the Religious 
Community of the Pas¬ 
sionist Fathers and Broth¬ 
ers for the purpose of 
building a Monastery and 
Retreat House. This or¬ 
der was founded by Paul 
Danei in Italy over 200 
years ago to promote 
Christian life. 

The location was known 
as Monte Oliva, certain¬ 
ly in reference to the 
many olive trees that still 
grow there. The Religious 
House was named Mater 
Dolorosa, two Latin words 
meaning “Sorrowful 
Mother,” reminding all

of Mary’s part in Chris¬ 
tian life. 

In 1932, the first perm¬ 
anent Monastery and Re¬ 
treat House was built. A 
priest, Fr. Edmund Walsh, 
who was a practicing 
architect before he became 
a priest, was its designer. 
W.J. Schiltz was the gen¬ 
eral contractor. 

Practically all who 
worked on the building 
were residents of Sierra 
Madre. The project was 
a great help to the Sierra 
Madre community be¬ 
cause it provided aid 
through employment to 
many concerned citizens 
as they worked their way 
in reconstruction out of 
the Great Depression. 

The buildings are of 
Spanish Mission design. 
The plan of the 1932 struc¬ 


ture has a front facade 
broken into three parts, 
with the end sections set 
at oblique angles from the 
main, middle section. On 
the east end is the dining 
room and private chapel; 
on the west end is the 
public chapel at whose 
entrance is an outdoor 
pulpit. 

In the chapel interior, 
characteristics of Spanish 
architecture are maintained. 
The entire ceiling is of 
rough wooden planks of 
random width decorated 
in Spanish polychrome. 
The altar is backed with 
tri-pitch, and the panels 
bear sacred paintings by 
a Los Angeles artist, Emil 
Fellegi. 

We hope that some of 
these artistic pieces will 
be carefully guarded and 
saved by the Passionists.

old youth care agency 
during the group’s annual 
Christmas luncheon at 
Brookside Country Club, 
Dec. 8. To be used as a 
“school bus,” the new 
van will transport stu¬ 
dents from their homes to 
education and counseling 
sessions at Boys Republic 
successful Day Treatment 
Program in Monrovia. 

Altogether, more than 
$75,000 in gifts, large 
and small, have been pre¬ 
sented to Boys Republic 
and Girls Republic during 
1992. Besides the new 
van, other major dona¬ 
tions have included: 

- A new stake-bed truck 
to be used by students 
to collect pine cones and 
other materials used in the 
manufacture of Boys Re¬ 
public’s famed Della 
Robbia Christmas wreaths.

mine, determinedly go 
early, find a place on the 
street and thoroughly 
enjoy the cheerful crowd, 
the mostly courteous 
maneuvering for position, 
the hot drinks in the ther¬ 
mos and, of course, the 
great elaborate bouquets 
that maneuver carefully 
down Colorado Blvd. 

I’ve been told that the 
retiring presidents of the 
T of R ceremoniously 
wish their yearly succes¬ 
sors a “perfect parade,” 
by which they mean that 
no floats break down. 
It hasn’t happened yet - 
well, since they were all 
horse-drawn. 

Why is that, you may 
ask. Is it so difficult to 
take what is basically a 
big truck frame with dec¬ 
orations for a slow 5!/2 
mile drive? The answer 
is “yes, it is,” which is 
why there are tow trucks 
stationed every few blocks 
along the route. 

In the first place, they 
are not truck frames; they 
are specially built frame¬ 
works, and most of the 
drivers cannot see where 


they are going. They fol¬ 
low the pink line in the 
middle of the street which 
shows between their feet 
as they drive and when 
they lose it they are in 
trouble. And driving any¬ 
thing that big and heavy 
that slow means very low 
gears and a constant prob¬ 
lem of overheating (the 
drivers are never cold!). 
There are odd angled 
corners to maneuver and 
a startlingly steep hill 
right at the beginning of 
the parade to negotiate. 
It’s hard, to put it mild¬ 
ly, on the brakes. 


fine standing still. The 
disappearing bus was an 
embarrassing flop this 
year. Well, back to the 
drawing board. The Ed¬ 
ison Company’s beautiful 
float was advertised as 
the power of the future 
but even 140 batteries 
couldn’t keep it going. 


Many of the float de¬ 
signs are so innovative' 
that they have no experi¬ 
ence to go by. One re¬ 
members a disasterous 
Kodak float with real 
fountains. The designer 
forgot how much water 
weighs. Everything worked 


Nevertheless it is an 
amazing show and you 
just don’t experience it 
on television. 1 have 
nothing but admiration 
for small cities like Sierra 
Madre, Duarte and La 
Canada-Flintridge, where 
masses of enthusiastic 
volunteers turn out to do 
work that rivals the pro¬ 
fessionals. 

And, in spite of the nit- 
pickers, 1 have nothing 
but admiration for the 
T of R Association, that 
bunch of incredibly dili¬ 


gent volunteers who have 
staged this performance 
for 104 years. They have 
reflected their times with 
remarkable accuracy. 
Lee Merriman, former 
editor of the Pasadena 
Star-News, once, some 
25 years ago, heard com¬ 
plaints that the Rose Queen 
and her court were most¬ 
ly blue-eyed blondes. “The 
Queen Committee tries 
to choose the pretty, well- 
spoken girl next door,” 
he said. “When the time 
comes that she is some 
ethnic type, they’ll choose 
her.” The time has come, 
and, other things being 
equal, they choose her. 

And any adult can join 
the association at the hum¬ 
ble entering level of a 
“white suiter.” These 
are people who do the 
tedious and unrecognized 
jobs without complaint, 
who love the parade so 
much that they are willing 
to give up all other holi¬ 
day plans and rearrange 
their lives around its de¬ 
mands. Judges and doc¬ 
tors and county super - 
visors and bakers and 
teachers and businessmen 
start out manning the 
barricades and ushering 
floats around and give up 
their sleep to do it. They 
collect hours and work 


their way up to (he com¬ 
mittees, then chairmen 
of committees, and if they 
show outstanding enthu¬ 
siasm, can manage to 
abandon other jobs and 
interests for a year, and 
if they have the required 
diplomatic skills, maybe 
get to be president and 
ride in the parade them¬ 
selves. It’s an honor hard 
won. Next year’s presi¬ 
dent has devoted 24 years 
to earning it. And all just 
to say “Happy New Year 
from Pasadena” to the 
world. 


Women and minorities 
have been encouraged to 
join the T of R for some 
years, but have not had 
the time to reach the power 
positions. It will happen, 
but it is not instantaneous. 
It is a tough apprentice¬ 
ship that impatience does 
not change. 

The T of R has tried to 
be fair in many ways, lim¬ 
iting commercial floats 
so that smaller communi¬ 
ties can participate, stay¬ 
ing independent of the 
big TV networks, setting 
up judging standards of 
workmanship and coop¬ 
eration as well as elabora¬ 
tion and beauty. They 
have given no cause to 
think that they will not 
continue to be fair.

John Robinson, former 
head football coach at 
USC and the Los Angeles 
Rams, is coming back to 
the Trojans.

John wrote, “In the 
beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was 
God.” (John 1) There is 
the image that precedes 
the reality. Then “the 
Word became flesh and 
dwelt among us, full of 
grace and truth, and we 
beheld his glory.” There 
is the reality that follows 
the image, the birth of 
Jesus Christ. 

So maybe if this just 
wasn’t your all-time best 
and happiest Christmas 
ever, be at peace: remem¬ 
ber that the real promise 
of the Christmas season 
is a glorious future, based 
on a beautiful image. 
And guess what - our 
faith is that you were 
created in the perfect 
image of God!

For every person,, including persons having a 
fixed place of business in the City, engaged in

mer and create compost. Brown materials only will 
slow down the process.” 

Do compost piles smell? Most of them have a 
pleasant aroma; however, foul odors may occur when 
there is a lack of oxygen or too much wet green or 
too little brown material involved. Turning and pok¬ 
ing the heap will alleviate bad smells. 

The book, in discussing the “Four Rs,” explains 
that composting reduces a generation of trash and 
you can reuse the compost. The compost recycles 
nutrients back into soil and plant life and increased 
plant growth helps to restore the health and beauty 
of our neighborhoods. 

The book, “Backyard Composting,” discusses 


all facets of composting, from the history, to where 
a compost pile should be located, to “recipes” and 
further to plants that should not be used.
